‘Your sense of place changes when you go into successful city 
parks. They give you a feeling of going away without leaving 
town.” — Alan Tate, author of “Great City Parks.” 

Several years back, Alan Tate’s point of view influenced selec- 
tions for a Forbes article recognizing extraordinary municipal 
parks. Great parks make great cities, and Forbes focused on 
iconic green spaces along the order of New York’s Central Park 
and Chicago’s Grant Park. But what of small towns? Central 
Park’s benches could seat the entire population of Mount 
Vernon, so it’s absurd to mention Ohio’s 114th-largest city in the 
same conversation. Or not. No one suggests Ariel-Foundation 
Park can compete with 843 priceless acres of Manhattan. But 
civic leaders agree that Mount Vernon’s largest park is miles 
ahead of what’s typical in markets of similar size, and well wor- 
thy of national attention. When 2015 Independence Day cele- 
brations roll around, people can judge for themselves. 

On Friday, July 3, Mount Vernon will present its traditional 
fireworks display. Then the Ariel-Foundation Park Conservancy 
and the city will hold a traditional Independence Day celebra- 
tion on July 4 at the 250-acre park. Activities will begin at 1 p.m. 
with an array of family friendly events, food and beverage ven- 
dors, and entertainment. The 45-piece Brass Band of Columbus 
will present an early-evening concert of patriotic music, followed 
by a ceremony for the conservancy to officially hand the park 
over to the city. A unique fireworks display will close out the day. 

Ariel-Foundation Park has emerged from hardscrabble 
industrial ground God skipped when dishing out beauty. Flat 
and featureless, much of the land was used to quarry gravel. 
What remained was largely devoted to glass-making. 
Foundation Park originally had three nice sized fishing lakes 
and a few gravel roads. The Foundation Park Conservancy was 
formed to spiff up the park, and its mission grew much more 
complex after Karen Buchwald Wright and Ariel Foundation 
donated funds to purchase 60-acres that served as the former 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass company, which manufactured sheet 
glass until it was shuttered in the 1970s. The conservancy has 
also nibbled around the park’s edges, acquiring a number of res- 
idential and commercial properties to create a buffer, enhance 
sight lines and create an impressive entryway. 

The Park has named areas which offer natural and man- 
made features such as terraces and structural steel sculptures. 
The William Stroud Welcome Center occupies the historic 
CA&C Railroad Depot. “The Lakes” and “The Woods” is a shad-

ed getaway spot reclaimed from an illegal dump site. “The 
Meadows” are open fields suited to picnics and informal sports. 

“The Ruins” are the park’s most unique calling card. PPG’s 
complex was largely demolished and either recycled or hauled 
away, but a few buildings and the site’s iconic 280-foot smoke- 
stack were preserved. One of the buildings spared by the wreck- 
ing ball is now a unique open-sided Events Center. “The Ruins 
“also contains features called “The Labyrinth” and “River of 
Glass,” as well as three reflecting ponds. Several brick stairwells 
are left standing, lonely reminders of the area’s industrial her- 
itage.

Three quarry 
lakes provide plenty of room for fishing and boating. “The Woods” 
and “The Meadows” offer venues for bird watching and relaxing 
walks. The landscape architecture found at “The Terraces,” 
inspired by the works of Charles Jencks, offers visually stimulat- 
ing elements to Ariel-Foundation Park. The area known as “The 
Ruins” pays humble tribute to the former Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, a product of the “gas and glass boom” of Knox County 
at the turn of the century. Steel and glass salvaged from demol- 
ished plant buildings have been repurposed to create modem 
sculptures. Ariel-Foundation Park will celebrate its grand open- 
ing on July 4 of this year. 

The newly restored C. A. & C. Railroad Depot serves to 
Engage! visitors to Ariel-Foundation Park, the Heart of Ohio 
Trail (Knox County’s newest recreational path), and downtown 
Mount Vernon. But more than that, this early-20th century depot 
marks the (near) center of the Ohio to Erie Trail, a 300-mile recre- 
ational biking path that stretches from Cincinnati to Cleveland 
primarily along historic railroad beds and canal levees. Expected 
this year is the connection of the Heart of Ohio Trail and 
Kokosing Gap Trail to create a continuous trail system the entire 
length of Knox County from Centerburg to Brinkhaven. 
Negotiations with key properties along the designated route have 
been finalized to make this important trail connection possible. 

Whether exploring Mount Vernon’s nationally recognized his- 
toric downtown or taking a leisurely drive along one of our scenic 
byways, Enjoy! the experiences, flavors, scenes, and heritage of 
central Ohio. You could travel to the big city for musical theater, 
fine dining, art museums, inspiring architecture, or simply a 
change of pace.

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KNOX WAYS 


Traveling across Knox County can prove to be a beautiful 
experience, whether if it’s just a short jaunt along one of the 
county roads or trails or its an end-to-end venture through the 
entire county while traveling across Ohio. Knox County offers 
a variety of scenic vistas through its many trails, waterways, 
scenic byways and serene county roads. 

Three designated bike paths provide the opportunity to be 
connected to other adjoining trails or to take a quick jaunt 
between villages in the county. The Heart of Ohio Trail and the 
Kokosing Gap Trail both feature beautiful wooded scenery as 
riders and hikers can connect with nature while traveling on 
the trails and stopping to rest on one of the many park bench- 
es along the way. 

The Heart of Ohio Trail stretches from Centerburg to 
Mount Vernon and parallels Ohio 3/U.S. 36 for much of the 
way, ending at the CA&C Depot. Convenient stops are made 
available in Mount Liberty and at Thayer Road north of 
Bangs. 

The Kokosing Gap Trail is a 14-mile stretch which snakes 
along the Kokosing River, reaching from Mount Vernon to 
Danville with stops in Howard and Gambier. The path follows 
an old railroad bed with popular stops including a trestle 
bridge near Mount Vernon, a coal-fired steam locomotive, flat- 
car and cabboose in Gambier and an old-fashioned grist mill 
and park in Howard. Riders can continue on further east once 
they reach Danville by traveling on the Mohican Valley Trail. 

A variety of parks are scattered around Knox County, with 


each park having its own unique distinction. For those choos- 
ing a hike through the woods or some recreation time with 
their canine friend, Wolf Run Regional Park contains nearly 
seven miles of hiking trails across 30 acres. Dogs can also get 
some exercise off their leash and frolic with other dogs inside 
the 2-acre “Bark Park” located near the front of Wolf Run Park 
on Yauger Road east of Mount Vernon. 

Thayer Ridge Park on Thayer Road south of Ohio 3/U.S. 36 
offers a bridal trail for horsemen and mountain bikers as well 
as hikers. Visitors can also try their hand at a nine-hole disc 
golf course. 

Opportunities for fishing are plentiful at the Kokosing Dam 
and Knox Lake, both near Fredericktown. 

Sockman Lake in Fredericktown boasts a beautiful sand 
beach for those looking to take a dip in the lake or do some 
sunbathing. Numerous municipal parks with playground 
equipment, shelter houses and open green spaces are also 
found in the numerous villages across the county. 

For the little more adventurous, canoeing and kayaking 
opportunities exist at certain points along the Kokosing River, 
particularly in the eastern portion of Knox County, as well as 
the Mohican River and Ariel-Foundation Park. 

Nature education for the youngsters is the fare at the 
Brown Family Environmental Center, operated by Kenyon 
College near the Kokosing Gap Trail on Laymon Road.

Two official Ohio Scenic Rivers wend their way through 
Knox County, providing a great escape from the hustle and 
bustle of everyday life and enjoy time fishing, canoeing, 
kayaking, rafting or tubing. 

The Kokosing River was the first designated Scenic River 
in Ohio (its North Fork was added later), there are plenty of 
public access points: Mount Vernon’s Riverside and 
Memorial parks, Lower Gambier Road, Laymon Road, Big 
Run Road, Pipesville Road, Millwood Road, Riley Chapel 
Road and the confluence with the Mohican River at 
Township Road 423 in Coshocton County. All of the access 
sites have parking areas, and many have picnic areas, rest- 
rooms, drinking water and connections with the Kokosing 
Gap Trail. 

The Mohican River, which received scenic status in 2006 
and is known for its clear, clean water, enters Knox County 
at its northeast corner, then winds south back and forth 
across the county line until it meets the Kokosing near 
Walhonding in Coshocton County. A highlight of the 
Mohican is the 370-foot Bridge of Dreams, near Brinkhaven, 
the longest covered trail bridge in the state. 

Public access points on the Mohican include Greer 
Landing on Knox County Road 77 and several sites off 



Hunter Road near Brinkhaven. 

For anglers, the highlight of both rivers is the chance to 
tangle with the plentiful and hard-fighting smallmouth 
bass.

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RAILS TO TRAILS 

HEART OF OHIO TRAIL KOKOSING GAP TRAIL MOHICAN VALLEY TRAIL 


Communing with nature while staying in shape has 
never been easier in Knox County An amazing system of 
bike trails makes it simple for visitors to experience the 
forests, wetlands, agriculture, flora fauna, and villages of 
Knox County at a pace suited to individual tastes. The 
multi-use trails are suitable for bicyclists, rollerbladers and 
hikers as well as those out for a leisurely stroll. Motorized 
wheelchairs and electric assistive mobility devices are wel- 
come on all the trials, while all other motorized vehicles are 
prohibited. 

The Heart of Ohio Trail starts at the Knox/Delaware 
county line and runs through Centerburg, Mount Liberty 
and Bangs and into Mount Vernon. The main access point is 
at Centerburg’s Memorial Park, with a small gravel parking 
lot in Mount Liberty along with a trailside shelter and play- 
ground. 

In Mount Vernon, the Heart of Ohio Trail connects with 
the 14-mile Kokosing Gap Trail, a scenic trek with end 
points in Mount Vernon at Memorial Park and Danville. The 
Trail, open 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, has park bench- 
es about every 1/2 mile along its length and various ameni- 
ties. 

Water fountains and restrooms are available on the Trail 
in Mount Vernon, Gambier, Howard and in Danville the 


facilities are in Memorial Park 

A public phone is available at the shelter in Gambier, 
which is also the site of a coal-fired steam locomotive, flatcar 
and cabboose and playground equipment. Parking and 
access points can also be found near the Brown Family 
Environmental Center on Laymon Road and off Zion Road. 

In Danville, trekkers can connect with The Mohican 
Valley Trail, a 4.5 mile rail-to-trail through the spectacular 
Mohican River valley. The Trail links the Kokosing Gap 
Trail with the soon-to-be completed Holmes County Trail. 
Visit the 370-foot long “Bridge of Dreams” while traveling on 
this Trail. The parking lot for the Bridge of Dreams is locat- 
ed at 16606 Hunter Road. 

While horses are not permitted on Heart of Ohio or 
Kokosing Gap trails, equestrians are welcome on the 
Mohican Valley Trail. Users with horse trailers can park at 
402 East Street or 27825 Buckeye Road in Danville, 15700 
Tiger Valley Road or below the Bridge of Dreams at 16606 
Hunter Road. 

People wanting a shorter, but still picturesque, route 
should try out the brand-new bike path in Fredericktown. 
North-end access to the 1.53 mile long path is at 
Fredericktown Community Park and the southern-most end 
is at Dana Park.

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OHIO RIVER TO LAKE ERIE CORRIDOR 


Want to travel from Cincinnati to Cleveland without using a 
car? You can do just that with the Ohio to Erie Trail. The off-road 
trail from the Ohio River to Lake Erie spans the state of Ohio 
from Cincinnati to Cleveland. When the Trail is completed, it will 
connect four of Ohio’s metropolitan cities (Cincinnati, Columbus, 
Akron and Cleveland), a dozen large towns and small villages. 

Bicyclists, hikers, equestrians, bird watchers, adventurers, 
nature lovers, photographers and more will have the opportuni- 
ty to explore Ohio’s beautiful nature on a secure, reserved path. 
Bikes, horses and skates can be seen on the Trail; with snow- 
shoes and cross-country skiing in the winter. Visitors will see 
farmlands, rural areas, nature preserves, parks and cities. A vari- 
ety of animals and plants can be found along the winding path 
as well. 

Once completed, users can re-live the history of the state 
along the Ohio to Erie Trail including Amish history, canal his- 
tory, Revolutionary War history, Civil War history, small-town 
history, railroad history and farming history. Many sections of 
the Trail are open and in daily use with 240 miles of the 300-mile 
length completed. 

In Knox County, the Heart of Ohio Trail, Kokosing Gap Trail 
and the Mohican Valley Trail connect to make up a third of the 
Ohio to Erie Trail. This section offers visitors rail history, beauti- 
ful nature, picnic shelters, a Bridge of Dreams, Knox County his- 



tory, and breathtaking views.

A park offers a community a place to socialize, a place to 
relax and ponder, and a place to let loose. Knox County has a 
variety of parks offering trees and shade, playgrounds, soccer 
fields, skateboard parks and disc golf. 

The Knox County Park District covers the largest collection 
of lands preserved and continues to protect nature and wildlife 
in Knox County. County parks includes Bat Nest River Road 
with approximately 2.7 acres of wetlands, Indianfield Bluffs 
Park with picnic benches and grills, Hellbender Preserve with 
buckeye trees and amphibians, and Honey Run Waterfall with 
a 25- foot high waterfall and hiking paths. Wolf Run Park 
offers a nearly two-acre dog park for dog lovers and Thayer 
Ridge Park has a nine-hole disc golf course for the avid player. 

Approximately 130 acres of nature has been protected by 
the Fredericktown Recreation District, which includes six 
parks. The Community Park, Merrin Park, Warner Park, 
Levering Park, Dana Park and Issacs Run Park offers recre- 
ation for all ages with ball fields, tennis courts, playgrounds, 
and swimming. 

The original sections of Ariel-Foundation Park are a popu- 
lar destination for local residents. The “industrial” site of the 
park is under-construction, but will soon be a spectacular 250- 
acre public park. Being built on the site of the former 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., the Park will be within walking 


distance of downtown Mount Vernon. Visitors will enjoy lakes, 
woods, picnic areas, a bike path, walking trails, an events cen- 
ter, historic ruins, and more. The entire park is expected to be 
completed in 2015. 

Both Centerburg and Danville offer outdoor activities for 
residents. The Centerburg Joint Recreation District hosts 
sports events, seasonal activities and recreational programs. 
Paw prints and footprints can be found at Center-burg’s Dog 
Walk and Pizza for Pooches. The event joins humans and 
canines for an unforgettable date with pizza, cheese, and a pos- 
sible sloppy goodnight kiss. Centerburg also offers community 
gardens where residents are able to plant. Gardeners are 
responsible for their own tools and supplies, as well as weed- 
ing and watering. The garden is located near the intersection 
of West Houck Street and North Clayton Street. Registration 
forms are available every spring at the Centerburg Public 
Library. 

Danville, known as “The Gateway to Amish Country” holds 
a key to the 300-mile Ohio to Erie Trail system with the 
Kokosing Gap Trail running from Mount Vernon to Danville, 
where the Mohican Valley Trail picks up and leads to the 
Holmes County line.

Officially, it’s named the Cleveland Akron & Columbus 
Depot at Ariel-Foundation Park. It houses the William 
Stroud Welcome Center, and since its re-dedication in May 
of 2014 has been tasked with showing visitors what the Park 
and Mount Vernon have to offer. 

If only it could talk. 

Locals who struggle to think of the century-old building 
at Columbus Road and South Main Street as the CA&C 
Depot should be excused if they call it Penn Station, or the 
Conrail depot, or the Station Break Senior Center, or the 
train station by the bike path. After all, it has been all of 
those things, and few know much, if anything, about the 
long-gone CA&C. That’s what happens when buildings out- 
live their builders. 

If only it could talk. 

Many names could have been hung on the old depot, 
which shines like a new penny since a $350,000 restoration. 
Rail service to Mount Vernon began in 1851, and even a 
glimpse at the many mergers and acquisitions during the 
golden age of railroads yields a dizzying alphabet soup of 
names and acronyms. 

Enter Michael Percy. The self-avowed railroad junkie is a 
member of the Ariel-Foundation Park Conservancy, he over- 
saw the depot’s restoration as a labor of love. 1970s kitsch 
was peeled away, revealing an authentic look of American 
rail travel before it was put out to pasture by airlines the 
same way trains had pastured the stagecoach. Research 
showed the CA&C as most prominent among operators 
between the depot’s 1907 opening and the end of Mount 
Vernon passenger service in 1959. So CA&C Depot it is. 

The brick depot with wood trim was a workhorse for a 
century, and now begins its third and perhaps final mission. 
From rail terminal to senior center to welcome center, it’s 
survived decades of hard use and looks ready for many 
decades more. 

Top and bottom, the refurbished depot is largely original. 
Ludowici tile comes with a 75-year warranty, so at 108 and 
counting the depot roof is out of warranty, but seemingly 
good as new. Original terrazzo flooring in the main hall has 
been rescued from layers of carpet and glue, and hardwood 
flooring in the old freight room remains. Interior walls, ceil- 
ings and trim are of contemporary materials with period 
looks. Restroom facilities and the HVAC system are new, 
though heat in the Stroud Welcome Center is delivered by 
stylish, period-correct cast iron radiators. 

The welcome center is a destination in its own right as it 
is listed on the National Register of Historic Places. But, it 
is also a clearing house for information about the unique, 
250-acre Ariel-Foundation Park, the city of Mount Vernon 
and the Heart of Ohio and Kokosing Gap trails that connect 
alongside the old passenger platform. Asphalt has replaced 
rails to create a nearly complete county-wide recreation cor- 
ridor. 

The CA&C Depot at Ariel-Foundation Park offers infor- 
mation, drinking water, vending, restrooms, bicycle racks 
and a picnic pavilion, and is open daylight hours from April 
through October.

A popular getaway during the summer months for those 
in Knox County (and central Ohio) is the Hiawatha Water 
Park/Pool, located on Sychar Road near the intersection of 
Beech Street. This up-to-date, modern facility provides a 
chance to enjoy some water recreation, cool off on a hot sum- 
mer day or grab some refreshments while spending time 
with family or friends. 

Operated by the City of Mount Vernon, Hiawatha Water 
Park/Pool is open June through Labor Day. The old munici- 
pal pool, built in the 1950s, consisted of a basic swimming 
pool with diving boards with no modern amenities. As the 
concept of public swimming pools was changing, a newly- 
refurbished water park was opened in June 2008. An entire 
new facility was built, including locker rooms and conces- 
sion stand. New features of the water park now include two 
giant slides, one which loops you around in a long circular 
coil before dumping you out into the pool; and the other 
which is more of a straight shot which will shoot you into the 
cascading waters with much more trajectory. Water guns 
provide even more excitement for the ambitious youngsters 
at the pool. 

There is also a kiddie pool and a zero-entry pool for those 
who are not quite ready to take an immediate plunge into 
deeper waters. 



Situated to the north is Hiawatha Park where youngsters 
can enjoy some time on playground equipment or take in a 
basketball game on the basketball courts. 

Daily admission rates are available for various age 
groups, and season passes can also be purchased for indi- 
viduals as well as families.

Gambier is much more than a college town, and offers many 
activities including parks, Quarry Chapel, Middle Path, beauti- 
ful scenery, events, shops, restaurants and more. 

The park at the Gambier Community Center features a play- 
ground, ball fields, a soccer field, and a picnic area with a shelter 
house. The Gambier Dog Park is also part of the Community 
Center Park, and is opened from dawn to dusk. The park was cre- 
ated in 2007 and offers a place for man’s best friend to romp and 
play. 

Built in 1862, the Quarry Chapel, was built by Kenyon 
College as a place to worship. Officially named the Christ Church 
at the Quarry, the chapel is one of the oldest buildings in the 
county. In 1972, the Knox County Historical Society formed the 
Quarry Chapel Restoration Society and began the work of 
restoration. Extensive renovation and restoration work include 
new stained glass windows, designed by Carol Rubenstein; the 
bell tower was cleaned out and repainted; 20 pews were built; 
and a new oak floor was built in the nave, steps and sanctuary, 
the Quarry Chapel is available for weddings and events. 

The College’s Middle Path serves as the village’s main pedes- 
trian highway where students and residents mingle together to 
create a unified atmosphere. The path is currently being reno- 
vated in phases that will include stormwater control, new gravel 
and a healthy abundance of trees.

There is scarcely a bad time to visit Kenyon College, a 
top-tier liberal arts college. Its campus, listed on The 
National Register of Historic Places and nestled in the 
quaint village of Gambier, abounds with architectural won- 
ders. 

Founded in 1824 as a seminary by Episcopalian Bishop 
Philander Chase close to the Kokosing River, Kenyon 
remains partly defined by its agricultural surroundings. 
You may hear the horse trot of an Amish buggy on Wiggin 
Street as you walk Middle Path while you listen to the 
Church of the Holy Spirit toll the Westminster chimes. 

Middle Path, which runs the length of the campus, is 
home to Old Kenyon and Bexley Hall, prime examples of 
historic American Gothic buildings, Rosse Hall showcases 
the Greek-Revival style and Samuel Mather Hall actually 
has gargoyles. 

More than 1,600 students call “the hill” home. They come 
from all 50 states and 45 countries, ranging from 
Bangladesh to Brazil, from Denmark to Greece, from India 
to Malaysia, from Myanmar to New Zealand, from Portugal 
to South Africa, from Sweden to Zimbabwe and join a long 
list of alumni including U.S. President Rutherford B. Hayes, 
actor Paul Newman, comedian Jonathan Winters, Calvin 


and Hobbes creator Bill Watterson, and actress Allison 
Janney. Famed for a rigorous English program that drew in 
20th century literati like E.L. Doctorow and John Crowe 
Ransom, Kenyon maintains 34 other major programs which 
have earned it accolades in both the arts and sciences. 

Full trophy cases are testament to Kenyon’s brawn as 
well as brain. The men’s swimming team has claimed 32 
NCAA Division III national championships, with the 
women’s team claiming 23 titles, making Kenyon a nation- 
ally recognized powerhouse in the waters. And beneath the 
shining national champion trophies, you’ll find a dirty old 
relic at odds with the clean glass-and-steel of the athletic 
center: The celebrated pigskin from the 1893 football game 
with the Ohio State University, which Kenyon won, 42-6. 

The Gund Art Center serves as a location for art 
exhibits, films, lectures and symposia. While some screen- 
ings are for students only, most are free and open to the 
public. 

A rich variety of cultural and sports events are open to 
the public. Schedules can be viewed by visiting www.keny- 
on.edu. No matter the reason for your visit, Gambier is a 
place that welcomes you for an hour or a day; Kenyon’s door 
is always open.

“The Heart of it AH” is more than a license plate slogan in 
Centerburg. Ohio bills itself America’s heartland, and 
Centerburg in turn is proclaimed Ohio’s geographic center. 
Full disclosure: Some contend the state’s epicenter is in near- 
by Delaware County. But Centerburg has the apropos name 
and city limit signs to match, and won’t surrender its moniker 
any time soon. 

First platted in 1834, the village was a stagecoach cross- 
roads, and later a stop for the Toledo and Ohio Central, New 
York Central, Cleveland Akron and Columbus, and 
Pennsylvania railroads. As a small village in a county with 
nary an inch of Interstate highway, Centerburg never became 
a freeway destination. But when many ‘burgs faded away after 
losing rail service, Centerburg survived. 

Location along the 3C Highway and a growing farm com- 
munity kept Centerburg viable, and today it has attributes 
disenchanted urbanites find attractive. It experienced the pain 
of the housing collapse, but stands to rebound when suburban 
sprawl reignites. Increased population density in Delaware 
and Franklin counties may well make Centerburg’s elbow 
room and vibrant schools look good to potential commuters. 

Those who relocate to Centerburg find a tight-knit commu- 
nity that takes pride in its livability and traditional values. 
They also find a pair of successful festivals held annually at 




Centerburg Community Park that reflect those values. The 
Heart of Ohio USA Days, held in late June, has a distinct 
patriotic flavor. 

“This is great,” said Gail Edwards of Pataskala as she took 
a break at the USA Days festival while her granddaughter, 
Kiersten, 8, enjoyed an ice cream cone. “We’re planning to stay 
all day.” 

She and her husband, Shane Kidwell, were checking the 
weather reports in their smartphones so their plans were sub- 
ject to change. 

“It’s our first time here. It’s a beautiful place and a family- 
oriented atmosphere,” she said. Her husband heard about the 
event from a co-worker in Utica and decided to check it out. 

They were looking forward to the fireworks and thought the 
karoake contest slated for later in the day sounded like fun. 

Dave Wilson of Centerburg said he has been coming to the 
celebration for about 43 years. 

“I rode a pony in the parade when I was 5,” he said. 

He recalled that the festival had faded at one time, appar- 
ently as the Oldtime Farming Festival grew, and he was glad 
the July 4 observance came back. He also likes that the festi- 
val is the week before the Fourth, so that you can visit rela- 
tives, go to another celebration or just relax on the holiday. 

And September’s Old-time Farming Festival is a hybrid 
happening that’s part street fair and part county fair. 

It should be interesting to watch the evolution of 
Centerburg’s population, demographics and housing market 
between now and the 2020 census. To check Centerburg out 
first-hand, just go anywhere in Ohio and head toward the mid- 
dle.

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Knox County is full of quality merchants that carry pro- 
duce, but when the temperatures get warmer and the flow- 
ers begin to bloom, consumers can’t wait for Saturday morn- 
ings in downtown Mount Vernon. 

From fresh off the farm or right from the garden, many 
goods and services can be purchased every Saturday morn- 
ing, from May to October at Public Square in Knox County. 
Local vendors come together from around the county and 
sell at the Mount Vernon Farmers Market. 

Those who grow fresh produce within a 25-mile radius of 
Mount Vernon’s Public Square may bring their fresh pro- 
duce, like corn, vegetables, melon, berries and fresh eggs to 
the stands to greet customers. Other items available range 
from local Ohio maple syrup, fresh and local honey, hand- 
made crafts and more. Local businesses and organizations 
bring their goods and services to advertise at the Farmers 
Market as well. 

Bethany Myers and her father Brian of Myers Farm in 
Mount Vernon said their mission is to provide “fresh and 
local produce to the community at a reasonable price.” 
Myers Farm sells anything from eggplant to beans and sum- 
mer and winter squash to tomatoes and green and yellow 
peppers. Brian also said that they’ve been selling at the 
farmer’s market for eight to nine years regularly. 

“We price our produce on what we think it’s worth and 
the work that goes into it ... the early stuff is a little bit more 
because of the input costs are more,” Brian said. 

Jeff Gabric of Honey Bee Acres in Mount Vernon said his 
hobby is beekeeping. Gabric sells honey at the Farmers 
Market and sells when there is honey, which may not be 
every week. 

“I have two hives in my backyard, and then 25 to 30 hives 
at three different remote areas locally,” Gabric said. 

Gabric said although there are price schedules that he 
pays attention to at a national level, that his honey is priced 
on supply and demand. 

The Knox County Health Department holds its own 
Farmers Market throughout the summer outside and is 
located at 11660 Upper Gilchrist Road in Mount Vernon. 

Local, farm fresh foods and home goods can be purchased 
year-round at the Harvest@TheWoodward, 107 S. Main St., 


in downtown Mount Vernon.

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NEW TESTAMENT STONE GARDEN 

700 MANSFIELD AVENUE, MOUNT VERNON 


A solemn setting where one can pray, meditate or focus on 
their faith is found at the New Testament Stone Garden, 
located in the rear of Faith Lutheran Church, 170 Mansfield 
Ave., Mount Vernon. 

Started in the late 1960s and dedicated in 1977, the New 
Testament Stone Garden takes visitors on a “walk of faith,” 
where 14 individual stone arrangements portray a message 
from scripture, all in a theme of stones. The Garden was 
started from the inspiration of Lloyd and Martha Volk who 
had a vision of such a garden which could be enjoyed by the 
community. 

The Stone Garden is located in a natural setting which 
can add to one’s spiritual experience. The stones were care- 
fully selected to symbolize each scripture passage. Many of 
the stones come from Ohio, ranging from 1 pound to 3,000 
pounds. Among the types of stones used in the scenes are a 
stepping stone, a rejected stone, a loaf stone, living stones, a 
millstone and broken stone columns. 

There are also message stones which help tell the story of 
Genesis 1:1 — “In the beginning, God created the heavens 
and the earth.” 

There is an outdoor chapel with an altar made of stone 
from Mount Carmel in Israel. Seats are arranged in the 
style of an amphitheater, allowing small groups to conduct 
services if they wish. 

The New Testament Stone Garden is open to the public 
year-round. Tours can be arranged by calling 740-393-3666.

A step back in time to Knox County’s days past is a 
chance any local historian won’t want to miss. A grand 
opportunity for this awaits at the Knox County Historical 
Society Museum at 875 Harcourt Road, Mount Vernon. 

The Museum is an expansive collection of historical arti- 
facts from Knox County’s past and is also somewhat of a 
tribute to the many people who helped shape the history of 
Knox County. Historical individuals featured in the muse- 
um’s displays include women’s suffrage leader and publish- 
er Amelia Bloomer, Civil War-era politician Columbus 
Delano, Civil War nurse Mary Ann Bickerdyke, famed folk 
musician Daniel Decatur Emmett, and contemporary 
humorist and entertainer Paul Lynde. 

Knox County’s industrial history is brought to life with 
exhibits describing the businesses of Cooper-Bessemer, Ariel 
Corp., Mount Vernon Bridge Co., Continental Can Co. and 
others. 

Historical artifacts and interesting items from years past 
fill the museum from end to end. Farm equipment, tools, 
toys, household goods, maps and just about anything imagi- 
nable from decades ago conjure up memories for many or 
spark a curious interest for the young as well. 

For the genealogy buffs, family roots can be traced in the 
museum’s extensive collection of family records. 


Additional historical insights can be gained at the soci- 
ety’s various monthly programs. These cover an array of 
interesting topics and are conducted by guest speakers. 

Hours for the Museum are 6-8 p.m. Wednesdays, and 2-4 
p.m. Thursdays through Sundays from March through 
November.

Recognizing agriculture as the longtime backbone of 
Knox County’s economy is the focus of those who operate the 
Knox County Agricultural Museum. Located on the Knox 
County Fairgrounds, the Museum currently houses more 
than 5,000 items in more than 20,000 square feet of space. 

The Museum was opened in 1984, organized by a com- 
mittee and made possible by generous donations from many 
residents in the community. Since its opening, additional 
space has been realized many times with additions being 
made to the building with 4,000-square feet in 1986, 3,200- 
square feet in 1990, 5,000-square feet in 1997 and 2,800- 
square feet in 2008. 

Farm equipment from the past 200 years fills every cor- 
ner of the main showroom including combines, hay rakes, a 
school bus, tractors, a Conestoga wagon, and just about any 
farm tool or piece of agricultural equipment imaginable. 

There’s also a loom room where workable looms weave 
rugs, mats, runners and other items, completed by the muse- 
um’s members. 

One can also visit a spring house, log house, an outhouse 
and an old school house located just outside the main muse- 
um. Genealogy buffs can also search their family tree in the 
museum’s library full of Knox County family history. 

The Museum is open throughout the Knox County Fair, 


always the last full week in July, and from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
on the third Saturday of the summer months. It is an annu- 
ally featured stop on the Heart of Ohio Tour in October. 
Additional tours can be arranged through reservations. All 
areas are handicap accessible. For more information or 
tours, call coordinator Don Hawk at 740-599-6416.

Ted and Ann Schnormeier of Gambier open their private 
gardens once a year for garden lovers to explore. The 2015 
Schnormeier Gardens Open House will be held Thursday 
through Sunday, June 4-7, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The Schnormeier Gardens, 8701 Laymon Road, has 75 
acres of exquisite gardens, with an Asian flair, featuring 
boulders, stone walls, waterfalls, sculptures, structures and 
lakes. Other features include a Japanese teahouse, garden 
house, Chinese pavilion and arched bridge. A main point of 
the Gardens is a Frank Lloyd Wright-inspired home, 
designed by the Schnormeier’s. The private residence was 
completed in 1994, but unfortunately, the interior of the 
home is not for public view. 

Reservations are not required, however, advance notice of 
groups arriving by bus would be appreciated. Tours are self- 
guided, but volunteers can be found throughout the tour for 
assistance. The property is hilly, and there are no paved or 
designated pathways, so visitors are encouraged to dress 
comfortably and to wear walking shoes. The Welcome Center 
features a DVD presentation, photographs of the Gardens, 
and full-color tour brochures with a map. Free parking and 
restrooms available. 

To reach Schnormeier Gardens from Mount Vernon, go 



east on Ohio 229 to Laymon Road. Turn right on Laymon 
and proceed for about 1 and 1/2 miles. The Gardens are on 
the right. 



Apple Valley occupies six square miles of rolling terrain 
in Brown and Howard townships, and is Knox County’s 
largest private residential development. Established in 
1972, it has gradually built up to its present 2,600 homes, 
and there’s room for several thousand more. Apple Valley 
Lake is the community’s most prominent feature and valu- 
able asset. Its deep, placid waters are fed by Little Jelloway 
Creek, and provide 511 acres of recreational opportunity to 
members of the Apple Valley Property Owners Association 
(AVPOA). 

With nine miles of shoreline, the lake is surrounded by 
prime lakefront and lakeview lots. A lap around Apple 
Valley Drive covers 10 miles, and in all there are 56 miles of 
roads. Common areas include a clubhouse, three beaches 
and a fishing lake with playgrounds, a marina, boat launch- 
es, Apple Valley Golf Course, two pools, Floral Valley 
Community Center and Campers Village. 

AVPOA is governed by directors elected by property 
owners, and managed by a professional staff. Restrictive 
Covenants and Bylaws apply to all properties, and annual 
assessments (currently $205 per lot) represent the associa- 
tion’s largest revenue source. 

More than 20 clubs bring like-minded residents together 
for recreation, performance arts, tourism, arts and crafts 
and various sports.

Located in the northeast corner of Knox County, Danville 
is a thriving community of more than 1,000 residents. 

The roots of the village run deep. Danville celebrated its 
200th birthday in 2013. The original Danville village was 
laid out by George Sapp Sr. and Robert Waddell in 1813. It 
later merged with two other small villages — Rossville and 
Buckeye City — to create the small-town as it is seen today. 

It is also home to the second oldest Catholic parish in 
Ohio — St. Luke Catholic Church. The church on the corner 
of Market and Rambo streets was founded in 1820 and con- 
tinues to have a strong presence in the village. Many activi- 
ties are held throughout the year at the St. Luke 
Community Center. 

Today, the village is known as “The Gateway to Amish 
Country,” for its down-home, small-town atmosphere and for 
being at the trailhead of two area biking/walking trails. 
Both the Kokosing Gap Trail, which runs to Mount Vernon, 
and the Mohican Valley Trail, which runs to Brinkhaven, 
begin in Danville. The Mohican Valley Trail is one of very 
few trails open to horse riders. 

Danville is also very close to camping and canoeing in 
Mohican Country and Wally Road, as well as Honey Run 
Waterfall. 

There are plenty of shops and places to eat in Danville. 
Places like The Hangout, McFadden’s Hot Spot and Route 62 
Drive-In all serve up a delicious meal for residents and vis- 
itors alike. 

The village also holds the annual Danville-Howard 
Turkey Festival each year in June at the Danville 
Community Park. The four-day festival offers games, rides, 
contests, food and plenty of good music. 

Danville is home to one of the more original events in 
Ohio — the Lions Club Raccoon Dinner. The event began 
over 70 years ago and draws in a crowd from all over the 
state. It is not unusual to find guests from all over the world, 
as well. More than 600 pounds of raccoon is served each year 
and a guest speaker entertains the audience following the 
dinner. 

The community park is busy nearly year-round, as the 
shelter houses picnics for families of all sizes and a game 
can usually be found on the basketball courts. Besides the

For the past 70 years, the Danville Lions Club has been 
serving up heaping helpings of raccoon. From its humble, 
hometown beginnings in the early 1940s Danville Lions 
Club has held its fundraising event in Danville, which 
brings in hungry visitors from around the country and 
around the globe each and every year. 

Each year it seems like another record is shattered from 
the number of people in attendance to the pounds of raccoon 
that the cooks prepare. 

Community members help to serve the wild cuisine to 
visitors who travel miles and miles for one legendary dinner. 
Following the dinner every year there is a featured speaker, 
from legends such as Woody Hayes to last year’s speaker, 
five-time world weightlifting champion Rick Metzger. 

In addition to the dinner there is always featured enter- 
tainment, such as the local Danville High School Jazz Band 
at Danville High School. Awards and recognition are men- 
tioned for the youngest and oldest in attendance, who trav- 
eled the farthest in distance, along with special awards and 
scholarships from the Danville Lions Club organization. 

Gary Helbert and Terry McGinnis of Haysville have trav- 
eled to Danville for the Raccoon Dinner for 25 years and said 
that the event was the only place the friends could find rac- 
coon, since their local restaurants “didn’t have it on the 
menu.” During the 2014 event, they said that no matter the 
weather, they’ve made it back every year since 1990. 

Hunting buddies Carl Looney of Butler and Ralph Adams 
said they came to Danville to share in memories, friendship 
and to taste raccoon. Looney, formerly of Knox County, said 
he has been coming to the dinner since he was still in school, 
when they were still held in the storehouse. Looney said he 
was present when Woody Hayes spoke and “you couldn’t find 
a seat. It was crowded.” 

According to Sandy Crow, president of the Danville Lion’s 
Club, there were an estimated 600 or more people who came 
through the doors of St. Luke Community Center in 2014 to 
feast on the featured cuisine. Crow also said that people had 
been coming through the doors since 4:30 p.m. and they had 
almost ran out of food around 7:30. 

No matter where you’re from, who you are or what you’re 
about, all are welcome at the historic raccoon dinner, which 



brings family, friends and community together — anyone 
who visits the dinner leaves as a member of the family.

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AMISH COUNTRY 


Nowhere in the American experience is cultural diversity 
more apparent than in the shopping center parking lots of east- 
central Ohio. Here, scenes that elicit doubletakes elsewhere are 
repeated six days a week and considered quite unremarkable. 
Parked alongside vehicles powered by gasoline, diesel, natural 
gas and electricity, are spartan buggies with, quite literally, one 
horsepower. This is Amish country and Knox County is its 
Gateway. 

US Highway 62 from Utica, through Danville, and on to 
Brinkhaven and Holmes County, is the Gateway to Amish 
Country Scenic Byway. The Amish are approaching a majority 
in Holmes County, but while it is undeniably their community’s 
Ohio epicenter, more than 40,000 Amish are widely spread 
through about a quarter of Ohio’s 88 counties. On a given day, 
you’re likely to encounter buggies on northeast Knox County 
roads. Just don’t expect them shopping on Sunday: The Amish 
reserve the Sabbath for home worship services, rest, and social 
gatherings. 

Time travelers from colonial days would marvel at changes 
of the past 300 years, and perhaps at the news that Amish folks 
have kept a foot in the 18th century. Like many settlers, the 
Amish braved treacherous ocean crossings to escape persecu- 
tion, and now enjoy the freedom of religious expression for 
which their ancestors yearned. What sets the Amish apart is 
that they don’t equate change with progress. They have chosen 
a simple way of life with carefully guarded beliefs and tradi- 
tions, but it’s only true in a general sense that the Amish shun 
all technology. They have no centralized hierarchy, and prac- 
tices vary among orders. It can safely be said, however, that a 
liberal Amish lifestyle is very conservative compared to society 
at large. 

It’s one thing to view progress skeptically, and quite anoth- 
er to coexist with people to whom 250 television channels are 
thought to be a necessity. In practice, most Amish interact com- 
fortably with “English” neighbors and cope well with “progress” 
they may not embrace. 

Farming was once the occupation of most Amish, but com- 
petition from large farms and high land prices have forced 
many into different work. Many consumers say that’s a good

It’s almost like having a farmers market available every 
day. 

The Ohio State University Extension and Local Foods 
Council recognized a need to have a shop that featured local 
foods. The Woodward Development Corp. initiated that idea 
and created TheHarvest@TheWoodward to provide local 
famers and gardeners a sales outlet for their products 
through the week. It’s open Monday through Saturday all 
yearlong. 

More vendors have been added in the past year, said 
Manager Clint LeVan. Like the existing vendors, most are 
from Knox County. 

They include Gathered Family, offering beef, chicken and, 
by the end of October, pork; and Maria’s Fresh Pasta of 
Columbus. They’ve added Maple Creme from Butcher’s 
Family Maple and they have produce year-round from Our 
Garden. 

Besides taking advantage of Knox County’s rich agricul- 
tural heritage, the store also strives every day to bring in 
foods that are a healthier alternative. These foods are chem- 
ical free, contain no monosodium glutamate and use all-nat- 
ural ingredients. The Harvest tries to stay away from food 
items from genetically modified organisms and there is a 
strict rule that all products must come from natural grass- 
fed animals. 

Inventory varies according to the season and is always 
changing, but shoppers can call ahead, check Facebook or 
subscribe to The Harvest newsletter to stay on top of what 
is available. 

In addition to whatever fruits and vegetables are in sea- 
son, the Harvest has milk, goat’s milk, cheese, eggs and 
yogurt. Meats include beef, chicken, lamb, pork, veal and 
goat. Goose and duck are also offered in season. 

Baked goods include bread, granola, cookies and cakes. 
There are also items like noodles, relish, jams, jellies, 
syrups, candy, goat milk fudge, pickles, lard, butters, dip 
mixes and chips, all natural and mostly locally grown and 
processed. Also featured are artisan jams and jellies, relish 
and mustard that tempt the taste buds, while a variety of 
all-natural teas and seasonings, honey, applesauce and 
other sauces to add just the right touch to a meal. 



To satisfy a sweet tooth, the Harvest also offers Harry 
London and Waggoner Chocolates. 

To further pamper yourself, check out the Shoppe’s spe- 
cialized soaps, body and face scrubs and lip balm. 

You can buy CDs by local musicians and a variety of home 
decor items, including Willow figurines, gourd creations, 
Bearington Bear collectibles, Root and Cake candles in a 
variety of delicate scents, from lilac to apple pie, plus hand- 
crafted rugs, jewelry and other gifts. 

The Harvest also has Dan Emmett Music & Arts Festival 
and other T-shirts, and carries Ohio State Buckeye items, 
including gift bags, stickers, wall hangings, magnets and 
more. To help with your visit to the area, The Shoppe carries 
many guidebooks and pamphlets, all free for the taking.

Knox Countians and visitors alike will find some of the 
finest golf courses in the area right here in Knox County. 

Apple Valley Golf Course is consistently named one of 
the top 25 courses to play in Ohio. The Course is located in 
the Apple Valley, just off U.S. 36. It offers golfers of all skill 
levels a challenging, yet fair, test. 

The 18-hole course was designed by William Newcomb 
and John Robinson in 1972. It can measure nearly 7,000 
yards, but five sets of tees give golfers of all levels a chance 
to be successful.

Besides the beautiful course, there’s a driving range and 
clubhouse large enough to host corporate outings.

thing. The Amish have gravitated to building trades and pro- 
duce an array of products, ranging from buggies to furniture, 
cheese to produce and quilts to leather goods. Their wares are 
found in retail stores, at farmers markets and at roadside 
stands, and to many shoppers “Amish” is an adjective meaning 
quality. 

Right next door in Holmes County, US 62 and all state 
routes are designated Amish Byways. Berlin, Sugar Creek and 
Charm are just a few of many prime spots to encounter Ohio’s 
Amish heritage. Some Old Order members avoid outside con- 
tacts, but most Amish welcome conversation (English or 
Pennsylvania Dutch will do), and many enjoy opportunities to 
dispel misconceptions about their Christian beliefs and way of 
life. 

Amish country day trips are popular for good reason. Inns 
and bed-and-breakfast establishments are available if you 
linger. There’s something to say for random wandering, but 
tourist maps identify highlights that would be a shame to miss.

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MOHICAN COUNTRY 
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NORTHEASTERN KNOX COUNTY 


Mohican Country, an area that includes northeastern 
Knox County and parts of Ashland and Holmes counties, is 
a place where Indian lore, the pioneer spirit, scenic water- 
ways, rugged forests and railroading history merge into 
what is arguably Ohio’s largest outdoor recreation complex. 

Named for the Mohicans, a Native American tribe relat- 
ed to the Delaware, and originally located in New York, 
Connecticut and southeastern Pennsylvania, the Mohican 
River seems to have no other connection to the tribe other 
than the Delaware were one of the tribes most likely to be 
found there when Ohio was first settled by Europeans. Also 
common in the area were the Shawnee and Wyandot. 

Today, however, Mohican Country is a mix of packaged 
commercial fun and natural attractions, centered heavily 
on spring, summer and autumn. Wally Road is the center of 
Mohican Country in Knox County. 

Wally Road takes its name from the Walhonding 
Railroad — nicknamed The Wally” — that once followed 
that route on part of its 45-mile route between Loudonville 
and Coshocton, carrying both freight and passengers. The 
railroad’s time ended in the 1930s when the Mohawk Dam 
was erected on the Mohican River in Coshocton County, 
part of the Muskingum Watershed Conservancy District 
Program, to control flooding in the Muskingum River 
basin. Some of the old stone bridge abutments from the 
railroad can still be seen from Wally Road. 

The Road follows the right of way of the old Walhonding 
Valley Railroad, meandering along the Mohican River 
through pieces of Ashland, Holmes and Knox counties. 

The 10 miles of Wally Road between Greer on Ohio 514 
and Ohio 3 south of Loudonville, is lined with camp- 
grounds, resorts and canoe liveries. There are close to 2,000 
campsites in the area, catering to tent campers, lavish RVs 
and everything in-between. There are rustic cabins, bed- 
and-breakfasts, motels and even treehouses. 

Wally Road is a great place to start your visit to Mohican 
Country and whether your visit is for an afternoon or a 
long weekend, boredom is not an option. 

Mohican Bluegrass Festival at Mohican Wilderness. 
Visitors can buy daily tickets or camp for the weekend. 



If you want a different way to see the country, Tree Frog 
Canopy Tours zipline is located off Wally Road on Vess 
Road about a mile from Greer. Also on Vess Road is The 
Mohicans, home to luxury cabins to stay in, the Grand Barn 
Event Center and also two unique tree houses that were 
featured on Animal Planet. 

Campgrounds and canoe liveries abound through the 
valley. The Mohican itself is known as providing excellent 
smallmouth bass fishing, and is a popular place for rafting 
and kayaking, as well as canoeing. 

If you don’t have your own canoe or kayak, you can rent 
one at River Run Campground and Canoe Livery or the 
Loudonville Canoe Livery. The river is a scenic spot for 
canoeing and kayaking, and also provides some excellent 
fishing opportunities all the way to its confluence with the 
Kokosing River at Walhonding to form the Walhonding 
River. 

Campgrounds and other accommodations include River 
Run Campground, Mohican Little Brown Inn, Arrow

Mohican Wilderness and the Wolf Creek/Pine Run Grist 
Mill feature authentic and reconstructed pioneer buildings 
and villages. The former offers Kenhurst Village and the 
latter a working old-time mill. 

Festivals and gatherings dot the calendar. Fourth of July 
celebrations highlight every summer, while the Mohican 
Winterfest falls in January and the Maple Syrup Family 
Festival in March. 

Mohican Wilderness on Wally Road is a major camp- 
ing attraction, boasting hundreds of campsites and a large 
complex featuring a nature center, craft center, game room, 
amphitheater and numerous sporting activities. Hiking 
and bridal trails are found nearby and there are convenient 
locations for launching canoes and kayaks on the Mohican 
River. Mohican Wilderness hosts a popular Bluegrass 
Festival in mid-September which includes nationally- 
known bands and musicians. 

Mohican Reservation hosts the Great Mohican Pow- 
Wow each July and September. These events pay homage to 
the Native Americans and allows visitors the opportunity 
to experience the stories, songs and culture of the American 
Indians. 

Information stations are located near each end of the 
road. In addition to the campgrounds and liveries, there are 
horse trails, hiking trails, bike trails and bird watching 
available, as well as two covered bridges and a gristmill to 
see. 

One 40-room hotel and event center, the Mohican 
River Inn, is located midway along the road. Others can be 
found at Loudonville. The River Room Lounge offers an 
opportunity to take shelter from the sun or enjoy conversa- 
tion with friends and family, live music, food and drinks. 




For those in need of groceries or supply, be sure to check out 
Mohican Country Market. 

And that’s not all. Within a short drive you’ll find 
Mohican State Park and Forest, Malabar Farm State Park, 
Pleasant Hill Lake (another Muskingum Watershed facili- 
ty) and, of course, at the center of it all is the Mohican 
River, which was designated an Ohio Scenic River in 2006 
and in 2012 was designated an Ohio Water Trail. 

Malabar Farm was the home of author Louis Bromfield 
and the scene of the wedding of Humphrey Bogart and 
Lauren Bacall. 

Prairie Peddler Festivals take place in September and 
the Loudonville Street Fair is in October. 

The Clear Fork of the Mohican is also known for offering 
some trout fishing opportunities.

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Knox County entertainment blankets the calendar, but 
its six largest happenings are packed into spring and sum- 
mer. First comes the Utica Sertoma Ice Cream Festival in 
May, and Centerburg’s Oldtime Farming Festival closes the 
local festival season in September. In between, folks gather 
for the Danville-Howard Turkey Festival, Heart of Ohio 
USA Days, Knox County Fair, the Dan Emmett Music & 
Arts Festival and the Fredericktown Tomato Show. There’s 
no telling how many funnel cakes, pork chops and lemon 
shake-ups are consumed, but enough calories are involved to 
power a good-sized town. 

Traditional festivals embrace an “if it ain’t broke don’t fix 
it” philosophy. The Utica Sertoma Ice Cream Festival is a 
case in point. It revolves around the Velvet Ice Cream Co., 
which begins its second century of sugar overload this year. 
The Festival’s May 23-25 run will feature arts and crafts, a 
colorful parade, live entertainment, classic wheels, tests of 
vital skills like seed spitting, and crowning of Little Miss Ice 
Cream. 

The Danville-Howard Turkey Festival runs Wednesday 
through Saturday before Fathers Day (June 17-20), and 
takes fun seriously. A charity auction generates big sales, 
and there’s an array of vendors, crafts, games, music and a 
parade. 

The first of two Centerburg festivals in 2015 will be the 
June 24-27 Heart of Ohio USA Days. It’s a popular prequel 
to July 4 that’s loaded with food, crafts, music, games and 
rides. Big-name entertainers and fireworks cap things off. 

The granddaddy of local happenings is the Knox County 
Fair. It expanded by a day in 2014, and if that eight-day for- 
mat is maintained the Fair will run from July 19-26. For 
exhibitors young and old, the Fair creates an opportunity to 
showcase agriculture skills. For others, it’s all about food, 
rides and carnival games. There’s also harness racing, 
motorsports, live entertainment and more. The Fair has 
operated since 1849. See Page 48 for more details. 

Composer and minstrel Dan Emmett was 34 when the 
county fair debuted. He died in 1904 at age 88, but the 
native son lives on thanks to Mount Vernon’s Dan Emmett 
Music & Arts Festival. The Aug. 13-16 festival will feature a

Closer still to fall harvest is Centerburg’s Oldtime 
Farming Festival, scheduled Sept. 19-20. It has the feel of a 
small town bazaar, but with agricultural flavor more akin to 
a county fair. There’s spirited competition among green 
thumbs for everything from the tallest sunflower to the fat- 
test pumpkin. Those interested in vintage machinery enjoy 
a huge tractor display, and all of the expected amenities of a 
local festival are there to enjoy.

Fast-paced action in high-powered machines. What could 
be more exciting? 

Auto racing is a popular diversion for folks in Knox 
County. Locally, racing fans can get their fix by taking part 
at Pacemakers Dragway Park. 

Pacemakers is a 1/8-mile drag strip located off Ohio 3 on 
the southwest outskirts of Mount Vernon. IPs considered one 
of the state’s premier drag racing facilities. Pacemakers pro- 
vides a full racing season from April through October, with 
points races counting toward National Hot Rod Association 
regional championships. 

The track was built in the mid 1950s by 28 local racing 
enthusiasts looking for a safe place to drag race. The first 
official races at Pacemakers took place in 1956. Since then, 
hundreds have been known to sign up for individual events. 

The track, which is currently owned by Larry Nelson, was 
recently handed over to the new track manager Rod Zolman. 
Plans for expansion will continue in future years. 

During the season, racing can be seen at Pacemakers on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday. Junior Dragsters take over on 
Saturday mornings, while many NHRA points competitions 
are on Saturday and Sunday afternoons. Pacemakers is con- 
sidered an NHRA Division III racetrack. 

The track’s motto is “The Place To Race,” but that’s more 
than a saying for current racers. The track currently has 
dozens of regular drivers who race all different styles of cars. 

Pacemakers sponsors two major events: The Sharx Quick 
32 series and the Bill Jackson’s Racing Engines SST series. 
Both series run from May to September and give local rac- 
ers a chance to earn regional points as well as a chance to 
compete against some of the best from around the Midwest. 
Cash prizes are given out at the end of each series, with the 
winners receiving more than $1,000 in cash and certificates. 

There is ample parking and a grandstand that seats 
1,000 spectators. 

One of the biggest events at the track is the Baker 
Memorial Competition. The event is in honor of George and 
Mary Lou Baker, the parents of competition director David 
Baker. 

“The first time we held this event, it went well for every 
one,” David Baker said. “This is an event to bring family and

friends together. I spent 2 1/2 years battling cancer myself, 
and after we had the first event, I decided to have another 
one. This event will be a points race. There will be plenty of 
sponsors and prize money available to the drivers.” 

For the event to be as successful as possible, there will 
need to be a lot of cars entered for the event, and Baker has 
hopes for a large crowd for the third annual event in 2015. 

“If we have a lot of cars come out, it will allow us to 
improve the event in different ways,” Baker said. “I am also 
hoping we can get more sponsors to come out to future 
events we put on.” 

Pacemakers Dragway Park holds a special place in 
Baker’s heart. He has been associated with the track since 
1991 and his family participated in the Saturday night 
races. 

“It is a smaller track, but it is a family-oriented track,” 
Baker said. “It has a nice feeling about it. My dad always 
stood at his special place on the track, which was at the cor- 
ner of the starting line.”

HISTORIC DISTRICTS

The establishment of historic districts preserves a histo- 
ry and protects stories worth repeating for future genera- 
tions. Preserving this precious past only makes the future 
stronger. 

The Downtown Mount Vernon Historic District was listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places on Feb. 3, 2012, 
after the Knox County Convention and Visitors Bureau 
Prepared and submitted the application. The Downtown 
District is primarily concentrated around the Public Square 
and along South Main Street, and includes sites such as the 
Dan Emmett House; Cleveland, Akron & Columbus Depot; 
and the Woodward Opera House. 

Kenyon College and the Village of Gambier have both 
been listed as historic districts. 

Kenyon was listed Dec. 6, 1975, with 13 campus 
resources. Highlights include Old Kenyon, Ascension Hall, 
Bexley Hall, and the Church of the Holy Spirit. 

The Gambier Historic District was designated May 10, 
2000, with approximately 135 contributing properties! 
Highlights include Wiggin Street Elementary, Red Wing, the 


Post Office and Oak Grove Cemetery. The Gambier Historic 
District also includes several Kenyon College buildings that 
were not previously listed in the Kenyon nomination. 

Fredericktown is designated a Multiple Resource Area 
(MRA). An MRA is a grouping of buildings/sites that are too 
sparsely scattered within an area to constitute a full dis- 
trict. It was listed on Nov. 6, 1979. 

Fredericktown has nearly 25 homes listed within the 
MRA, including the old Davis & Dague Grocery, the Hosack 
House, the Dr. King House, and the Old Methodist Church 
(now the Fredericktown Historical Society). 

Individual Listings 

Two American Indian mound sites in the Fredericktown 
area are listed, as is one in the Mount Vernon area. There 
are 12 other properties scattered throughout Knox County 
that have been listed individually to the National Register. 

The more well-known of these include the Woodward 
Opera House, Quarry Chapel Church, the Knox County 
Infirmary, Round Hill, the Mount Liberty Tavern and the 
Knox County Courthouse.

methods. Farmers are finding their niche in the local mar- 
ketplace, providing excellent quality crops, such as corn, 
soybeans, alfalfa and wheat; livestock: Cattle, sheep, dairy, 
llamas and goats. 

Fredericktown is home to the largest Old Order Amish 
community in Ohio. Beginning in Middlebury Township, 
just northwest of the village, the settlement extends into 
Morrow and Richland counties. This settlement is a conser- 
vative order. They meet in their homes for church services in 
church districts composed of nearby neighbors. There are 
several one-room schools in the area where children attend 
through eighth grade. Amish businesses welcome shoppers 
for such items as handcrafted furniture, kitchen cabinets, 
windows, produce and fresh fruit in season. Amish stores 
are not open on Sundays. 

At Owl Creek Produce Auction in Waterford, just outside 
Fredericktown, Amish and “English” gather inside a modest, 
open-air pavilion to exchange seasonal produce and to 
socialize. This produce auction was created in 2006, and pro- 
vides a venue where Amish and “English” can gather and 
learn from each another, strengthening the bonds in the sur- 
rounding community.

In 1850 a Mount Vernon entrepreneur leased land on the 
corner of South Main and Vine streets. There, Ebenezer 
Woodward built a four-story building with a meeting hall on 
the fourth floor. Over the next thirty years this building 
would be expanded and developed into what may be the old- 
est unaltered theater block in the country: the Woodward 
Opera House, on the upper floors of 101-105 South Main 
Street in Mount Vernon. This vaudeville house once hosted 
the finest entertainers of its day, including stage legends 
Minnie Maddern Fiske and Frank Currier, comic monologist 
Bob Burdette, and minstrel man Dan Emmett. Then- 
Senator William McKinley spoke on its stage prior to his 
1896 presidential bid. Touring lecturers and theatrical and 
vaudeville companies appeared there an average of three 
evenings a week from the 1850s until the early 1920s when 
radio and the movies replaced vaudeville. Parts of the build- 
ing also saw service as a military drill hall, party center, 
roller-skating parlor, basketball court, and indoor horseshoe 
pitch. Later owners closed off the upper floors, choosing to 
keep in good repair only the spaces used by office and retail 
tenants. 

Since then many have worked to restore the Woodward 
and in 1998 were successful with the purchase of the build- 
ing by the Woodward Development Corporation, a nonprofit 
501(c)(3) with no stockholders. This group has set goals to 
faithfully restore the space to its 1880s decor, reopen it as a 
modern 500 seat performance venue, and housed in an 
expanded and upgraded theater/commercial real estate 
complex. Importantly, when completed, the Woodward will 
be debt-free, financially self-sustaining, and become an inte- 
gral part of the community. 

Much thought and effort has been directed over the last 
17 years to integrate the adjacent Annex (purchased in 
2000) and Woodward buildings to make the entire complex 
an attractive asset for many forms of theatrical and com- 
mercial activity. Two elevators will provide access to all 
floors. The complex will benefit from the Local Food 
Initiative — an institutional code compliant kitchen housed 
in the basement and a first floor local food market and cafe 
of the Annex. Two specifically purposed black box spaces on 
the 2nd and 4th floors of the Annex will replace the very suc- 


cessful but modest first floor black box 
ThePlace@The Woodward and complement the restored 500 
seat Woodward Opera House Theater. Restored and reno- 
vated office spaces in the Woodward and Annex upper floors 
will feature flexible co-working shared spaces, general office 
space, state-of-the-art information and communications 
technology, and large group working spaces. 

Government approved Federal, State, and economic 
development tax credit funding is expected by early 2015 
after which restoration and major construction in the Annex 
will commence immediately.
